H. walked into our newsroom, 


pondered the recent Phoenix headline 
blasting punk — a phenomenon exported 
to America from his homeland — and 
waxed philosophical. 

‘What is all this about punk rock?” he 
said, waving his arm. “When punk 
started, it was four talentless kids who 
went onto a show with a friend of mine 
and said ‘fuck.’ People said, ‘Oh, they're 
saying “fuck” on television.’ This was 
ITV, and they took them off and they 
blew them away. The next week they 
brought around a record saying, ‘We're 
the people who said “fuck” on tele- 
vision, now buy our record.’ And they 
couldn’t sing, and they couldn't play 
instruments. People said, ‘This is amaz- 
ing. We ought to play this album to see 
what makes them so bad.’ It really was 
crazy; it was living satire. And in England 
it doesn’t betoken anything at all. In 
America, it feels like anarchy.”” We were 
out the door and on the street before we 
could catch our breath. 

Alan Coren, new editor of Punch and 
long-time columnist for the respected 
English humor magazine, is nothing if 
not irrepressible — delightfully so. 

‘Anything you do publicly in front of 
more than two people, whether it’s paint 
pictures, scrawl graffiti, or play a musical 
instrument, is supposed to be a state- 
ment about some political stance,” he 
says. “Oh yes, the cello is a very low 
political instrument, you know. Politics 
itself has gotten so expanded that almost 
anything is political nowadays.” 

So saying, the 39-year-old Coren 
ordered a sandwich and — in the time it 
takes to gulp a Reuben and two pints — 
proved that lunch between consenting 
adults is a political act itself. 

Visiting New York, Boston and 
Washington, DC, to promote The Peanut 
Papers, his spoof of the Carter family th

the form of letters in dialect from ‘’Miz 
Lillian’ to her now infamous First 
Family, Coren has used his tour to gather 
the kind of detail about the United States 
that for years has allowed him to observe 
acutely the country he refers to simply as 
that land mass “west of Ellis Island.” Yet 
his detail-gathering seems hardly an 
effort of will. 

“I think minutiae about the states will 
accumulate accidentally, really. It’s like 
Wordsworth’s recollecting emotion in 
tranquility; the things that come up are 
odd. You think, ‘I’m going to reject this 
or that,’ and then you say no, because if I 
remember it then it must have signifi- 
cance. It’s a sort of critical arrogance 
towards one’s own writing,” he says, 
reflecting on how his words must sound 
to his listeners. 

But in his animated, Gatling-gun style, 
Coren has already launched into an 
example of the kind of thing that will stay 
with him as a result of four days of 
holing up in New York’s Warwick Hotel. 

“IT couldn’t believe it,’ he says, 
explaining the shock of viewing 
American television for the first time 
since his last visit to the states 15 years 
ago. ‘‘A man came on advertising Ex-Lax 
in deaf-and-dumb language. Have you 
seen this?” he asks, moving his hands as 
fast as his mouth. “ ‘Are you consti- 
pated?’ ’’ Coren mimics, exaggerating 
each syllable. ‘Really, I was sitting there 
in the Warwick Hotel. It was absolutely 
extraordinary, absolutely absorbing. But 
then we asked a cab driver about this and 
learned that apparently there will be a lot 
more of these advertisements, because, 
truly, the deaf-and-dumb are a minority 
group. But I didn’t know which was the 
more tasteless, whether the minority 
group was the constipated — hey, no one 
is doing anything for the constipated — or 
the deaf. Now it would be all right if it 
was a public-service thing that said, ‘If 
you can’t buy it this way, buy it that 
way.’ ” His hands are moving again. ‘But 
it was pure selling — for a. chocolate 
laxative the value of which is probably 
debatable anyhow. It wasn’t putting the 
déaf first, it was simply a sales pitch to a

you write about this in England, everyone 
says you are anti-American. I actually 
love this phenomenon, it’s genuinely 
funny.” 

It’s the humor in American culture that 

the razor-witted Coren finds most 
attractive when he visits, though he is 
equally commanding — and no less enter- 
taining — on topics of deeper signifi- 
cance. 
“T think it’s a marvelous thing about 
America that it attempts to get every- 
thing straight. I saw the news again this 
morning. I saw this bloke Harvey Milk (a 
city councilor) being inaugurated in San 
Francisco, And he’s gay. That's fine; why 
shouldn't he be gay, and why should we 
be bothered by that? But he marched 
down the main street in San Francisco, 
hand in hand with his gay lover, with this 
tremendous sort of entourage, a sort of 
Nuremburg rally of gays. And he had to 
stand up in the council chambers, and 
while the others were talking about their 
husbands and wives — which itself is 
appalling, because if you’re a politician 
you don’t have to have a husband or wife 
— he said, ‘Well, I don’t have a wife but I 
have to say that I have a gay lover and we 
live as wife and wife or man and man.’ 
Why does he have to do this? It’s very sad 
that he should have to. Gays should be 
accepted as gays. I think the measure of 
coming out is in fact taking a lot of people 
further back. I don’t know how you do it. 
I think it’s a remarkable thing about 
America that it attempts to get every- 
thing straight, that it believes in the 
perfectable society. It prosecutes Calley 
while a war is going on — which is an 
admirable thing — but I can’t think of a 
European country uncynical enough to 
do it.” 

Underneath the wisdom in his wit one 
senses the burden of viewing the world 
through farce-colored glasses. Into a 
career that has produced eight books and 
a half-dozen volumes for children, Coren 
has yet to squeeze a novel. “I just 
couldn't write novels the way they are 
written today,” he said, fixing us with a 
stare. ‘How could I write the line, ‘ “I : 
love you,” he said,’ without simply 
cfatking up?” ~*~ ~ — MM. _

of Saturday Night Live, claimed that most 
of the program’s viewers smoked mar- 
ijuana before or during the show. “We 
take it for granted that 60% of our aud- 
ience is stoned,” he said. Ten years after 
it polarized the country, marijuana has 
become an accepted part of American 
culture. Ten states have decriminalized 
use of the drug; it has spread from the 
counterculture’s rebels to virtually all 
segments of society. Indeed, there is now 
serious medical discussion of its value in 
treating glaucoma and combatting nausea 
in chemotherapy. Yet at the same time, 
little. is being responsibly written — 
outside of academic treatises on medical 
and legal issues — about the effects of 
dope on the lives of the people who use it. 

“Of all the significant things in the 
lives of people, marijuana has the least 
known about it,” says William Novak, 
writer, editor, and Tufts University 
journalism teacher, who is in the process 
of writing a book about people’s experi- 
ences with marijuana. ‘We know about 
work, love, marriage, friendship, but the 
maiijuana experience is very abstract, 
very little reported on.’’ Novak intends to 
talk with about 100 marijuana users and 
wants to hear from another 400 by letter. 
Having put classified ads in the Village 
Voice and the Boston weeklies, Novak 
now has five publishers interested in the 
book and hopes to appeal to the same 
audiences that made “personal journal- 
istic studies’ — books like the Hite 
Report, Studs Terkel’s Working, and 
Gail Sheehy’s Passages — national best- 
sellers. 

‘Most people who use marijuana don’t 
have visions; it doesn’t change their lives 
but it affects their lives,’ says Novak. 
“This will be a descriptive book — to look 
at the range of personal experiences and 
to see what we can say about them in 
general. No one has ever looked at 
marijuana use as a social and personal 


act.”’ Novak plans chapters on marijuana 
usage in areas such as music, sex, sports, 
creativity, religion, relaxation, and work. 
He intends to interview a “marijuana 
family’ and at present is corresponding 
with at least one person who has smoked 
marijuana for more than 30 years. 

The proposed book does not purport to 
be a scientific study or a tract on whether 
marijuana is good or bad for people, 
Novak emphasizes. But his stance is 
clearly pro-marijuana: “I’m not neutral,” 
he admits. ‘It’s fairly clear that marijuana 
has limited bad effects, except for 
disturbed people, and has a wide, 
unexplored potential for good effects. But 
I’m not writing the book to prove that, 
and I don’t want to make a lot of 
conclusions in advance.” 

Novak is reluctant to talk about his 
own experiences. “I don’t think my 
personal marijuana habits are very 
interesting. I think that 200 people’s 
might be.”” He does concede that he has 
used the drug, although “it never defined 
my life,” and that many of his exper- 
iences. on marijuana were “intellectually 
inspiring .... Marijuana has always 


interested me because it has done exciting. 


things to me and to my friends.” 

Novak hopes that his book can play a 
role in encouraging the legalization of the 
drug, but this is not his primary purpose. 
“If the case for marijuana is made 
modestly and thoughtfully and the case 
against it is acknowledged, I think people 
can find the book useful.’’ He does admit, 
however, that most people who contact 
him will ‘probably not be people who 
have had: bad experiences’ with 
marijuana.” 

Novak would also like to shed light on 
little-known matters that are largely of 
interest only to devotees. ‘‘How is 
Colombian different from Mexican in its 
effects? Is Jamaican better for a party? Is 
Colombian better for thinking? Is 
Mexican better for sleeping? That's 
fascinating information but hard to get.” 

Even though he is writing about drug 
experiences that in most states are illegal, 
Novak is having no difficulty in finding 
people to interview. ‘Ten years ago it 
would have been dangerous to do a book

like this. Now it’s not,” he says. (Anyone 
interested in communicating marijuana 
experiences to Novak can reach him at 98 
Professors Row in Medford.) 

“The real purpose of the book,” says 
Novak, “‘is to get beyond the cliches, like 
‘music sounds richer,’ ‘sex is enhanced,’ 
‘creativity is facilitated.’ I’m asking 


people to give me details, to make it 
concrete, to spell out what happens to 
them. It’s a real challenge to write a 
straight book about the stoned experi- 
ence. I don’t think it is possible to 
completely explain-or describe the 
experience. But we can go further than 
we've gone.” *  — Neil Miller 





PLAYING 
FOR KEEPS 


J im Garvin's career statistics in the 
NBA aren't much: six games played; one 
field goal; scoring average 0.3. Zander 
Hollander’s Pro Basketball Encyclope- 
dia, the sport's bible, fails to give the 
unprepossessing numbers their due. To 
add insult to injury, Garvin is listed as 
having played for the Boston Celtics 
when, in fact, he scored his lone basket 
while with the Buffalo Braves. The book 
is full of names like Jim Garvin's, men 
whose professional careers ended before 
they began. Some players just disap- 
peared. Others, like Skip ‘‘Honeydip” 
Wise (serving 10 years for drug posses- 
sion) and Fessor Leonard (dead at 25), 
have ended up in the papers with the 
wrong kind of headlines. Still others play 
in the Eastern Basketball Association, 





which is just a more arduous way of 
disappearing. Most EBA’ teams have 
players with NBA experience, and many 
more who hanker to join the big league 
ranks to get a taste of “’the life.” For these 
athletes, the weekend trips to Allentown, 
Lancaster and Red Bank are made out of 
necessity — to stay sharp for next year’s 
tryouts. Garvin, however, is unusual 
even here: he plays for the EBA’s Quincy 
Chiefs for fun. At 28, he is also head bas- 
ketball coach at Division One, Madison 
Park High School, the youngest such 
coach in Boston. For Jim Garvin, then, 
basketball really has been a way out. 

A small penciled portrait of the six- 
foot-seven Garvin in a Buffalo uniform is 
the only memento in his Mattapan living 
room of a career that has included sub- 
stantial basketball glories, from a DC 
high school to BU. He sits on a sofa 
across from the picture and slowly shakes 
his head, peeved by an article about the 
EBA that ran in the Globe several weeks 
ago. “Obviously that guy doesn’t know 
anything about pro sports,’” Garvin says 


evenly. ‘All the best basketball players 
are not in the NBA, or the EBA either. 
Some great ones never get off the play- 
grounds. We all know that there are ra- 
cial quotas in the NBA. A city like Bos- 
ton would never support a Celtics team 
that was all black, and when you talk 
about why somebody is playing in the 
EBA, you have to keep those factors in 
mind. 

“I play strictly for fun. It helps me to 
relax and relieve tensions. It also enables 
me to compete against players I’ve heard 
about or seen on TV. It’s a pleasure for 
me to play against Tom Barker, Fly Wil- 
liams, Jim Bostic and guys like that. I’ve 
always taken pride in my specific abili- 
ties, rebounding and playing defense. | 
feel I can match them up against any- 
body. There was a time when I played to 
go somewhere. In high school, I played to 
go to college. In college, I played to make 
the pros. I’m not playing to make the pros 
now; I play for competition. The incen- 
tive I have is the game. I stopped chasing 
rainbows.” 





Garvin was cut twice by the Braves, 
and when offered a third. tryout by the St. 
Louis Spirits of the ABA, he declined, 
preferring the security of a job teaching 
phys ed in the Boston school. system. 
Now, four years later, Garvin is a head 
coach, working with kids who have the 
same dreams and goals he had at their 
age. 
“I try to present the realism of sports to 
my kids. I want them to be successful, 
but success as a coach isn’t measured by 
how many professional ballplayers I pro- 
duce. Success is measured by how ma- 
ture your guys are when they leave you, 
how ready they are to handle the world. 
I’m big on extolling values: loyalty, team- 
work, hustle, how to deal with adverse 
situations. Some people feel that the way 
to deal with black ballplayers, or any 
player with a problem, is to let them do 
whatever they want, especially if they 
have.ability. When that happens to some- 
body, he’s getting used. I’ve benched 
starting players in games we could have 
won if they played. It’s more important 
for me to teach that kid a lesson than win- 
ning a game. High school isn’t too late to 
learn, either. It’s better for you to learn 
that lesson on a high school basketball 
team than five years later; when your life 
is on the line and you've got a wife and 
kids. You don’t get many second chances 
in the real world.” 

There are moments in talking to Jim 
Garvin, though, when you feel how 
strong the dream to play pro basketball 
was. He brings out his scrapbook, filled 
with old high-school clippings, inclu- 
ding a picture of himself as an All-Metro 
Washington forward — no small honor. 
He talks about choosing BU over St. 
Bonaventure, a school with a better bas- 
ketball program and an entrance exam for 
athletes that Garvin compares to ‘a 6th- 
grade achievement test.” Then the talk 
turns again to Buffalo. After four years, a 
twinge of bitterness remains. ‘’I remem- 
ber saying ‘Why me?’ when I got cut. I 
felt | was better than at least three guys 
on the team. But that little bit of pro 
experience taught me a lot and helped 
prepare me for the career I have now. 
College is just kindergarten compared to 
the pros. The pros are a business. The 
pros are for real.. They're just like life. 
Only the strong survive.” Later, in his 
car, Garvin completes the thought: ‘’ Ad- 
versity is the true test of a man.”

SLAG NOTES 


Resistant as I am to most punk rock, 
there was something I distrusted about 
Charley Walters’s “‘Never Mind the Bol- 
locks, Here's the Rock Critics’ (Feb. 28). 
No doubt many <ritics have emphasized 
the extramusical factors surrounding the 
New Wave. But-if this is an error, it errs 
on a side more befitting the truly pas- 





sionate rock fan — typically, someone 

who knows little about music but who 

knows whether being part of a particular 
audience puts him in touch with some- 
thing refreshing, challenging, and glori- 
ous, or not — than does the more purely 
musicological approach that Walters 
favors. 

“Punk rock,”’ he writes, ‘does retain 
much of the traditional spirit and motiva- 
tion (of rock ‘n’ roll). But that’s not 
enough and never has been.” I have to 
ask, why not? If a particular perfor- 
mance does in fact retain enough of the 
humor, drama, intensity and honesty 
constituting that spirit to make it a vital 
experience, then who cares whether it in- 
volves two chords or 20? (The Modern 
Lovers’ ‘Roadrunner’ would be my best 
example? but there are other, even 
punkier, ones.) 

Obviously, of course, the majority of 
punk rock doesn’t do this; like any other 
popular genre, it’s kicked up whole 
ranges of slag and a few crystals of 
genius. But no amount of musical knowl- 
edge will ever succeed in isolating the cry- 
stals — or at least, in making anyone in a 
rock ‘n’ roll audience care about them. 

The best rock writers — and Marcus, 
Christgau, and Rachlis are among them — 
are willing to draw on their instincts, and 
one doesn’t’ expect their work to be 
musicology any more than one expects, 
say, Mailer’s to be political science. What 
makes them the best is that their in- 
stincts lead them so often into the heart of 
their subjects’ drama, and that they have 
the skill to render that drama provoca- 
tively. 

The limitations of Walters’s favored 
approach become clear when, toward the 
end of his article, he tells us what he 
thinks the other critics should have: for 
instance, that the introduction to 
“Bodies” ‘sounds like an air raid siren at 
the end of the world.’’ Now, Greil 
Marcus, writing about the Sex Pistols’ Ip, 
leaves no doubt that it can make apoca- 
lypse sound real, but, because he ex- 
plores the very areas that Walters de- 
plores, he is able to suggest much more: 
like why J. Rotten might be horrified by 
the end of the world, or why he might say 
yes to all of it, or why he might or might 
not want to be the one found holding the 
match — in short, why this siren might 

ave some meaning apart from its value 
as a sgund effect. 

It is crabby purism to deny that rock 
‘n’ roll communicates much more than 
the sum of its musical parts. The cultural 
contexts that generate it and that it in 
turn helps to shape; the trends that it fol- 
lows or defies; the ways of life that its 
creators’ personae evoke — all these are 
parts of the equation, not to mention the 
one experience that its entire community 
can be said to share: the passage of time 
(after all, veteran rockers and critics 
aren't the only ones who are getting 
older, and feeling it). It is similarly 
wrongheaded to suggest that writers who 
take these into account are somehow do- 
ing their readers a disservice.

whole ‘cell, including your mat- 
tress, which is only lying on th 
bare floor, gets flooded ..... 
And it’s completely dark in there, 
so you can’t see where not to step 


The complaint came from a 
Walpole inmate, once a Blue 
Room occupant, during an inter- 
view through the bars of his cell 
in Block 10 on a rare occasion last 
October when the prison allowed 
reporters to inspect that area, the 
institution’s most tightly guarded 
and “secure.” The Blue Rooms 
are small isolation rooms official- 
ly known as special segregation 
cells; they are also referred to as 
strip cells or “the hole:’’ There are 
four of them in Block 10, and 
three more in other parts of 
Walpole. 

Questions about the Correc- 
tion Department's Blue Rooms at 
Walpole and Concord and an an- 
cient ‘‘dungeon” cell for women 
at MCI-Framingham (a cell 
which, officially, has been closed, 
though it has been used at least 
once in recent years) have lately 
received far more media attention 
than at any time in the past. On 
February 22, several local groups 
and legislators seeking to abolish 
the state’s Blue Rooms sponsored 
the second press conference on 
the subject within a month. The 
session. came just a day after 
Correction Commissioner Frank 
Hall ordered improvements: in six : 
of the seven Walpole Blue Rooms. 

At the February 22 meeting at 
the State House, reporters were 
told that a 27-year-old inmate 

‘committed suicide in a Walpole 
Blue Room on April 19, 1977; 
after being moved there from the 
Norfolk prison hospital. Informa- 
tion presented by Prisoners’ 
Rights Project attorney Dennis 
Flanagan (and later confirmed by 
Bob Bohn Jr., chief of the Civil 
Rights Division of the state At- 
torney General's office) indicated 
that Paul Curley, who was serv- 
ing a nine-to-12-year sentence for 
extortion, had been recuperating 
at the MCI-Norfolk hospital after 
a leg operation, and was 
transferred to Walpole as punish- 
ment for taking a swing at a Nor- 
folk guard. He was found dead in | 
the isolation cell at 11:30 the same 
night, Flanagan said. 

According to the findings of a 
continuing investigation into 
Walpole conditions by Bohn’s 
civil rights section, Walpole 
guards had placed Curley in the 
cell when he arrived there late in 
the day, to be held for further 
processing the next morning. But 
there has been a great deal of con- 
fusion among Walpole staff con- 
cerning ‘the purpose for which 
the Blue Rooms are to be used,” 
Bohn told the Phoenix, ‘and a lot 
of misunderstanding.’’ He said 
some Walpole guards indicated to 
the AG’s office that the special 
cells are intended for punish- 
ment; others believed they were 
_ to house inmates transferred to 
the institution from other: state 
lockups. in the middle of the 
night. 


I. any case, it has remained.a 
mystery just how a prisoner 
managed to commit suicide in a 
Blue Room. Prison reports indi- 
cated Curley had found some way 





to hang himself. Yet, as Flanagan

W... it not for Watergate, we 


would not be quite so familiar with the 
word “‘stonewalling,”” and would 
therefore have to grope for a less vivid 
term to describe the present strategy of 
the political power structure on Beacon 
Hill. 

Faced with a growing scandal 
emanating from the activities of MBM 
(the New York construction management 
firm of McKee-Berger-Mansueto) — 
activities that landed two senators in 
prison, ruined the political careers of two 
others, involved two former governors, 
one former lieutenant governor and one 
current mayor, and have raised 
fundamental questions about just how 
much corruption is part of ‘the system” 
in Massachusetts — the system itself is 
near total paralysis. 

All of this — and more — is the result of 
what Senator Robert Hall last Thursday 
called “the MBM curse.” Yet as the 
mysteries multiplied and as press 
demands for full disclosure mounted last 
week, the state’s top prosecutor, Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti, and the 
legislature’s leadership dug in to ride out 
the storm. Rancor replaced reason as the 
battle for political survival escalated. It is 
a time of fear and loathing. 

” * * 

And a time, apparently, of coverup. In 
an affair replete with surprises and 
strange twists, one of the most shocking 
came last Tuesday: the revelation that 
five years after they were written, 
minutes of a potentially critical legislative 
committee meeting regarding MBM had 
been ‘‘corrected,”” and the original 
minutes destroyed. 

The “‘correcting’’ was done a month 
ago by William Finnegan, director of the 
Legislature's Post Audit and Oversight 
Committee and a long-time close 
associate of former Governor Endicott 
“Chub” Peabody, the attorney and 
lobbyist for MBM. 

What Finnegan had done and why he 
had done it are known only to Finnegan; 
the effect of his actions, once revealed, 
however, was obvious and predictable. 
Finnegan was suspended from his post by 
House Speaker Thomas McGee — and the 
impression of monkey business in 
MBM‘s relations with state officials was 
dramatically reinforced. 

Finnegan, after all,was drawn into the 
case on January 19, when the Boston 
Globe revealed that in the winter of 1973, 
Joseph Davey, an auditor working for the 
» Post Audit Committee, had written the 
draft of:a report charging that MBM, in 





overseeing construction of the new 
University of Massachusetts campus at 
Columbia Point, had been overpaid by 
nearly $1.4 million. 

The Davey report had gone to 
Finnegan, who, after a luncheon meeting 
with Peabody, decided neither to reveal 
the existence of the report nor to act on 
the allegations. 

Shortly thereafter, in April of 1973, 
despite Finnegan’s recent assertions to 
the contrary, the Post Audit Committee 
met to discuss the UMass contract in 
direct relationship to the Davey report. 

It was the minutes of this meeting that 
Finnegan “‘corrected’’ within days after 
the existence of the Davey report was 
revealed. What Finnegan did was 
approved by his superior, Rep. Gerald 
Lombard (D-Fitchburg), chairman of the 
committee. “Finnegan told me that there 
were mistakes in the minutes of the April 
1973 meeting,” Lombard said to recent 
press inquiries. ‘I took him at his word. 
He dictated the corrections to a secretary 
and ordered her to destroy the originals. 
The secretary brought both the original 
and corrected minutes to my office. She 
handed the original minutes to me, which 
I threw into the wastebasket.” 

What was deleted by Finnegan, 
reportedly, was a summary of a 
suggestion by him that the MBM matter 
raised in the previously secret Davey 
report was less in need of investigation 
than other projects on the committee 
schedule. 

None of this was known immediately 
by Rep. Gerald Cohen (D-Andover), who 
is chairman of a Post Audit sub- 
committee charged with investigating the 
MBM contract and the activities of the 
state Bureau of Building Construction 
(BBC), the agency responsible for state 
construction projects. Lombard, in fact, 
did not inform Cohen of what Finnegan 
and he _ had done until January 31 — 
approximately a week after the minutes 
had been “corrected” and the originals 
thrown out. 

Shortly thereafter, Cohen summarized 
these matters in a conversation with 
Speaker McGee and suggested that 
action was necessary. But the Speaker 
failed to do anything. Indeed, even after 
Cohen wrote McGee on February 15 
requesting action against Finnegan and 
Lombard, McGee stood fast. 

In fact, it was not until last Tuesday; 
when McGee and others learned that the 
press had the story and was going to 

report on it that night and the following 
morning, that McGee moved to suspend 


Finnegan. At the same time, he decided to 
suspend Lombard as well but did not 
inform him of his suspension before 
Lombard left the State House for the 
drive back to Fitchburg for the night. 

But at 5:30 p.m. that day, according to 
the state polite report, the car Lombard 
was driving ran a red light on Rte. 2’ in 
Acton and plowed into the side of 
another car. When a passenger in it 
(Aneil Madden, 34, of Acton) later died 
of brain injuries, Lombard was charged 
with vehicular homicide. The following 
morning, in deference to the fatality in 
which he had become involved, Lombard 
was allowed to resign as chairman of the 
Post Audit Committee — rather than be 
suspended by the reluctant McGee. 

* + » 

The fate of the Davey report in its 
suppression in 1973 and the recent 
destruction of minutes raise the 
possibility of an original coverup — and a 
coverup of that coverup. The Davey 
report relates to but one aspect of the 
MBM affair: the company’s contract 
with the state, granted in 1969 by then- 
Administration and Finance 
Commissioner (and later lieutenant 
governor) Donald R. Dwight, who was 
given his first state job by Governor 
Peabody in 1963. 

Cohen and his subcommittee have for 
more than a month now been busy on 
two fronts regarding the contract: first, 
wading through legal terminology and 
conflicting opinions about whether the 
pact was, as state Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko charged at the time, ‘‘open- 
ended” and a ‘sweetheart deal’’ for 
MBM; and second, testing the 
inconsistent memories of BBC personnel 
to determine just how MBM got the 
contract and, specifically, Peabody's role 
in the lobbying. 

Cohen and his colleagues are not the 
only politicans active in MBM-related 
matters, however. While they are 
working hard to reconstruct key portions 
of political history, other governmental 
leaders are struggling to ensure that a 
complete history is never written — or, at 
the very least, that the writing take place 
as far in the future as possible. Say, after 
the November elections. 

Among those strangely inactive is 
Attorney General Frank Bellotti, the 
state’s top prosecutor and the official 
with the wherewithal to bust the case 
wide open. It is a posture that has left 
some key Bellotti assistants plainly 
frustrated. “It is hard to get Frank’s back 


- up on -this,”’ said one.

But Bellotti is in a difficult, some would 
say compromised, position. In 1974, 
shortly before he began his campaign for 
attorney general, Bellotti was hired by: ' 
PCM, another construction management 
company, amongiwhose principals were 
two figures who later emerged as key 
witnesses in the extortion-conspiracy trial 
of former Senators Joseph DiCarlo and 
Ronald MacKenzie. (It was the senators’ 
conviction on charges of extortin 
$40,000 from MBM in 1971-'72 that. led 
to this present, and much larger, scandal.) 

The two PCM principals were Daniel 
Shields, a former MBM president, and 
William Harding, a former top MBM 
salesman, who, according to trial 
testimony, used his influence with 
MacKenzie to help ensure that a 
legislative probe of the UMass contract, 
headed by DiCarlo, produced an 
excessively flattering picture of MBM’s 
operations. 

Along with MacKenzie, Harding had 
developed in the early 1970s a close 
relationship with Daniel Burke, then 
chairman of the three-member Essex 
County commission. Seeking to expand 
its business, MBM cast covetous glances 
at Essex County. There was one small 
problem, though. State law at the time 
required that any county construction be 
managed by the state BBC. So in late 
1973, MacKenzie and Senator B. Joseph 
Tully filed a bill to allow counties to 
employ private construction managers in 
place of state experts. 

The bill sailed through the legislature 
and was signed by Governor Francis W. 
Sargent. During this period, however, 
Shields was purged from the MBM 
hierarchy by Gerald McKee, who became 
president (a post he had held throughout 
most of the firm’s history, except for a 
brief interval when Shields was top dog). 
Harding soon resigned to join Shields at 
PCM. ‘ 

In early 1974, armed with the existing 
Harding-Burke relationship, PCM 
solicited a contract that would give it a 
monopoly on all Essex County 
construction. To get the pact, though, 
Burke’s two fellow commissioners also 
would have to have approved the deal. 
What PCM needed was a “Peabody,” a 
well-respected influence-peddler with a 
high political profile whose reputation 
would turn things in PCM’s favor. 
Harding and Shields settled on Bellotti, 
who, it turned out, had a close and 
longstanding relationship with Burke. 

Bellotti seeks to make light. of his 
involvement with Harding and Shields 












and, in-one interview last week, said, 
‘I’ve. represented far worse people than 
PCM. When I did criminal work, I 

Tepresented murderers and bank robbers." 

:But when-he did: this:it was, of course, 
in, a.courtiof law as a-trial attorney, a 
highly specialized practice, not before a 
county commission, where his role clearly 
was that of a lobbyist for individuals and 
a-firm about which Bellotti has - 
acknowledged he knew next to nothing. 

‘| knew the reason-some people hired 
me,” he’s said. “I'd get a hearing. I had 
access.”’ 

PCM was awarded. the Essex County 
contract, though Bellotti’s role was not 
revealed until.1976, when an opponent of 
Burke’s made a campaign issue of the 
PCM pact and the county treasurer 
refused to approve any payments on it. 
Approximately $340,000 was at stake. 

Bellotti’s embarrassment became even 
more intense on October 20, 1976, when 
Superior Court Judge Francis J. Good 
ruled that the Essex County contract 
Bellotti helped his client obtain was null 
and void. In unequivocal language, Judge 
Good said that Bellotti’s client, PCM, 
served “no useful purpose and played no 
part in the construction project at all and 
(is) completely superfluous.” 

He called the contract ‘astonishing’ 
and “wasteful.” 

Seen in the best possible light, Bellotti 
emerges as a busy trial attorney who, for 
reasons unknown, found time to act as a 
lobbyist on behalf of individuals who 
never should have gotten the county 
contract he helped them get. But 
unfortunately for Bellotti, Harding 
testified last year that (while working for 
MBM) he had made hundreds of illegal 
payoffs to politicians all over the country. 
All this has left’ Bellotti in a tenuous 
position and may explain, at least in part, 
his inactivity in the MBM case. 

And given subsequent developments, 
notably the December revelation that 
MBM executives told the FBI they had 
made payments, unrecorded in campaign 
records, to a chain of top Massachusetts 
officials, a legitimate question can be 
raised regarding Bellotti’s ability to 
function disinterestedly as a prosecutor in 
matters involving MBM. 

The alleged payments included two 
for $10,000 each to Sargent’s chief 
fundraiser, Albert ‘’Toots’ Manzi, vice 
chairman of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority; $2000 for Boston Mayor 
Kevin White; $2000 for Senate President 
Kevin Harrington; and $1000 for Senate 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 


James Kelly Jr. In addition, the MBM 
hierarchy is quoted by the FBI as stating 
that they made a $2000 payment to 
Worcester businessman William 
Masiello, a friend of Kelly and-Manzi’s, 
for a friend of his, Fred Kussman, the 
executive director of the BBC. The bulk 
of, this money was allegedly given for 
delivery to Kelly or Masiello — for what 
reason is not clear. , 

All the payments, the MBM officials 
are reported by the FBI as saying, were 
made during 1970 and 1972 — while 
MBM was on the job at Columbia Point. 

One would think there are activities 
here worth going into. But the available 
prosecutors have not done so. 

Former US Attorney James Gabriel, 
who pursued DiCarlo and MacKenzie to 
prison, refused even to investigate the 
alleged payments to others when he heard 
of them in mid-1975. During the trial, 
moreover, only an order from the judge 
forced him to reveal to the defendants the 
existence of the FBI feports. 


When the trial ended, Gabriel last April- 


gave the FBI information to Bellotti. Since 
that time, except for what he may have 
culled from the press, Bellotti has learned 
little more than he did then. 

His only actions have been to ask for 
Manzi’s and MBM president McKee‘s 
cooperation (to no avail), and to have a 
state policeman telephone another former 
MBM employee in Kuwait recently, only 
to be told, “No comment,” and to send 
the same state policeman halfway around 
the world for the same response. 

Bellotti could have pressed for 
testimony by calling a grand jury but has 
said he will not embark ‘‘on a fishing 
expedition’ without hard evidence. Of 
course, without the subpoena power a 
grand jury provides, he cannot generate 
any hard evidence. Further, says Bellotti, 
the only matter still within the six-year 
statute of limitations is the second alleged 
$10,000 payment to Manzi. 

It supposedly was made on May 23, 
1972, thus leaving Bellotti fewer than 
three months until the statute runs out on 
that as well. At which point, he says, 
prosecution will be impossible. 

Yet other prosecutors, with more 
determination to explore criminal 
allegations beyond the statute of 
limitations, have not been deterred. In 
New York state, public officials are being 
called before grand juries to testify about 
events beyond the statute of limitations. 
Failure to tell the truth has produced 
indictments for perjury. (Sources in 
Bellotti’s office reveal that they are well

aware of this option.) 

It is also known that the structuring of 
a political corruption case almost 
unavoidably requires the prosecutor to 
give someone immunity in return for 
testimony — either the pols or the private 
citizens. And this Bellotti refuses to do (a 
decision that led the head of his criminal 
division, Stephen Delinsky, “to quit on 
the case,” according to one highly placed 
source in Bellotti's office). He has even 
declined’ to offer immunity to the 
ubiquitous William Masiello, the 
Worcester businessman who seems to 
have been constantly present when MBM 
allegedly either had discussions of 
payments or made them, and who was 
described by the DiCarlo-MacKenzie trial 
judge as a “fused grenade that could go 
off in any direction.” (One pol last week 
described Masiello as.the “potential John 
Dean in this case.’’) 

Bellotti has moved against MBM, albeit 
in a less sensitive area. In January he 
empaneled a grand jury and indicted 
MBM and McKee for $30,000 in income 
tax evasion — even though McKee claims 
his firm paid the back taxes with interest 
and penalty three days before the 
indictments were returned. 

At his arraignment two weeks ago, 
McKee sarcastically noted that ‘this (the 
income tax) case is not why I was brought 
up here; and this is not why you (the 
press) are here.”’ Indeed, intentionally or 
not, the indictment left the impression 
that Bellotti was actively pursuing MBM 
and, for.a while at least, distracted some 
from perceiving Bellotti’s dilatory tactics 
on the far more important corruption 
case. 

Bellotti’s interests are best served if the 
matter simply goes away. But naturally it 
will not, not while two little-known state 
representatives — Philip Johnston (D- 
Marshfield) and Andrew Card (R- 
Holbrook) — are pushing for a special 
blue ribbon commission to probe matters 
relating to MBM and to construction 
contracts. 

The day before they announced their 
proposal, Bellotti told the Globe he would 
support such a commission. Since then, 
however, Bellotti’s office had reportedly 
argued with legislators that the mandate 
of a blue ribbon commission ought to be 
narrowly drawn to include only activities 
mentioned in the known allegations by 
MBM, eliminating all consideration of 
other construction contracts and thus, in 
effect, precluding any investigation of 
matters relating to that Essex County- 
PCM contract.

For Kevin Harrington and Jim Kelly, 
too, no probe is the best probe. And, 
aided by Speaker McGee, they have dug 
in to block any wide-ranging 
investigation. For a variety of reasons — 
like the basic fear of what a corruption 
probe might expose in areas not yet 
revealed, and the concern of some 
ambitious legislators that support of the 
blue ribbon-commission could jeopardize 
their upward mobility — a majority of the 
legislature privately see things 
Harrington and Kelly's way. 

But if forced to vote, given public 
sentiment (real or imagined), this same 
majority would side with Johnston and 
Card. 


Thus was ‘posed for Harrington and " ' 


Kelly the following problem: how do 
they prevent the Johnston-Card bill from 
coming to a vote? Which brings us back 
to the original Nixonian strategy, 
“stonewalling it,” which in the House 
was impossible because Johnston and 
Card served there and, obviously, at first 
chance they would move for its 
admission. Landslide (if somewhat 
cynical) support would be inevitable. 
And so, without a serious battle, House 
Speaker McGee allowed the bill admitted 
on February 16 without a roll call vote. 

The Senate is another kingdom. There, 
Harrington and Kelly rule with an iron 
hand, and there Harrington refused to 
place the bill before the members for 
admission. 

In the days following the bill's 
admission in the House, the Senate 
simply conducted no business, meeting 
and adjourning faster than you could say 
“Bill Masiello.’ Yet the phone lines 
burned while Harrington reportedly 
“brought down the heat,” as one worried 
senator put it, working to prevent a 
motion from any senator to admit the 
blue ribbon commission bill. For a while 
it worked. No one could screw up enough 
courage to move for admission of the 
Johnston-Card legislation. 

One senator sat with this reporter for 
nearly an hour, bemoaning the Senate's 
paralysis in this critical affair. When I left 
his office, he had his feet up on his desk, 
pondering what he should do, thinking 
out loud, “What does Kevin Harrington 
have on me?” And so it went. 

The break came February 22, when 
Senator Alan Sisitsky (D-Springfield), 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
privately informed a member of the 
leadership, Ethics Committee Chairman 
Chester Atkins (D-Harvard), that if the

I never expected that hanging out with 
a crowd of Young Republicans would be 
a barrel of laughs. The Yippies they’re 
not. 

I did expect, though, that mingling 
with junior GOPs — such a rare breed in 
these parts that one TV newsman was 
moved to term the very phrase “young 
Republican” a self-contradiction — 
would be, if not enthralling, at least 
enlightening. 

And it was, though what was perhaps 
the most revealing moment came during 
an after-dinner speech by Congressman 
Tom Evans, a somewhat obscure Dela- 
ware Republican with appropriately 
graying temples. “I’m delighted at this 
turnout,” Evans told a Sheraton Boston 
gathering of barely a hundred. ‘Not too 
many years ago, we would have held a 
meeting like this in a phone booth.” 

Young or old, I learned, that is about as 
funny as Republicans get. 

Not that spending the better part of an 
otherwise perfectly adequate late-Febru- 
ary weekend listening to veterans of the 
‘76 Reagan and Ford campaigns discuss 
political organizing is especially condu- 
cive to hilarity. Still, there were at- 
tempts. 

“Because of his interest in pyramids,” 
Congressman Evans suggested in the 
same speech, “Hamilton Jordan will be 


cast as Cleopatra in the next film. And 
he’s writing a book on etiquette in singles 
bars.” A few Young Republicans chuck- 
led at these semi-wry observations. A 
very few. 

And earlier in the day, Arthur Finkel- 
stein, introduced as ‘‘the foremost poll- 
ster on the political right,’’ offered an at- 
tempt at political pollster humor. Seems a 
citizen being interviewed was asked who 
Richard Nixon was. He didn’t know. 
Then he was asked who Spiro Agnew 
was. He didn’t know. Then he was asked 
who Nelson Rockefeller was. He didn’t 
know. And then he was asked what the 
biggest issue facing America was. 

“Apathy,” he answered. Again, there 
were a few chuckles. 

But the best joke of the weekend, eas- 
ily, was the one delivered in a welcoming 
speech Saturday morning by Kansas Sen. 
Robert Dole, the weaker half of the 1976 
GOP national ticket. Seems that some- 
body sent some Billy Beer to a chemist to 
be analyzed. And the chemist wrote back, 
“I'm sorry to inform you that your horse 
has diabetes.” 

“My advice to you,” Dole told the 
Young Republicans once the laughter had 
abated, ‘is to get out and meet people.

“Not just the top of the ticket lost in 
1976,” Senator Dole stressed sadly. ‘’The 
middle and bottom of the ticket also lost. 
Republicans were’ voted out of 
courthouses and state houses across the 
country. Nationwide, Party membership 
is down to 18 percent of the American 


people. We can’t afford further div-

isions.”’ (Even as Dole was saying this, of 
course, Young Republicans in the ‘Sher- 
aton lobby were being handed copies of a 
right-wing paper urging Avi Nelson to 
launch a GOP primary challenge against 
Sen. Ed Brooke, the Massachusetts 
Party’s last surviving state-wide-office 
holder. And all weekend long there was 
eager speculation in this distinctly right- 
wing gathering that Frank Hatch and 
John Buckley, the two more progressive 
Republicans running for governor, 
would surely chew each other up, leaving 
the field wide open for the conservative, 
Edward F. King. Not to be confused, 
except in terms of ideology, with the big- 
business Democrat, Edward J. King.) 
But Dole was not entirely morose. It 
was, indeed, with considerable glee that 
he cited the just-published Hart poll 
showing that a mere 34 percent of the 
American public approve of President 
Carter’s performance in office. And he 
found further solace in the fact that five

of the six special congressional elections 
held in the past year have been won by . 
Republicans. (‘That last one means that 
Bella’s had it,’’ ‘he added, to wild 
applause.) 

“The best thing we have going for us is 
Jimmy Carter,” Dole said, ‘but we can’t 
expect him to do it himself. Our problem 
is that the Republican Party has been 
perceived as against people,.as the big- 
business party. I guess when you're out 
of work and have no food in the house, 
you don’t want to hear a lecture on the 
free enterprise system.” 

I guess. Still, I did not hear any of the 
junior GOP members discussing methods 
of reducing unemployment. Instead, I 
overheard one serious discussion over 
whether small. or large‘ polka dots ona 
necktie are moré sophisticated. And | 
heard a good deal about the Panama 
Canal. 

(When Dole offered that at the 
moment the Senate vote on the Panama 
Canal treaty remains “too close to.call,”’ a 
young woman asked indignantly, “Why 
aren't they listening to the American 
people? I’m sure the people want to save 
our canal.” She really seemed to care.) 

Actually, these kids (aged 18 to 37) 
betrayed a variety of reasons for having © 
decided to spend their weekend listening 
to largely dull lectures. A Boston 
University student told me he was inter- — 
ested in learning about political organiz- 
ing, but stressed he did not belong to the 
Young Republicans, that the organiza- 
tion was too conservative for him. 

A Tufts student’s story was more 
lively. He was studying medicine, he said, 
until he was moved to attend the Republi- 
can National Convention in Kansas City. 
There he got Elizabeth Ray’s autograph 
and shook hands with Bob Dole “‘less 
than 24 hours before Dole got the vice- 
presidential nomination and you couldn’t 
get near him.” These events so moved 
him that the kid switched majors and is 
now studying law, hoping to go into 
politics. 

And I met Alex Makowski, a young 
South End resident who said he plans to 
run against black state Rep. Mel King. 
“Young blacks are turned off about Mel 
King because he’s merely a symbol,” 
Makowski told a friend. . 

“That's good to hear,” said the friend. 
“I didn’t know young blacks would react 
that way.” 

“The only people who go for a symbol 
are the guilty white liberals,”” Makowski 
announced. 

Later, I asked Makowski why in the 
world he thought a young, white, 
conservative Republican could possibly 
beat Mel King in a largely black, largely 
Democratic inner-city district. 

“The district is only about half Demo- 
cratic,” Makowski said. “And 13 percent 
Republican. The rest is independent. 
Anyway, should the Republicans just 
give up the city of Boston to the 
Democrats? It may be impractical to run, 
but I didn’t become a Republican for

DON'T QUOTE ME... 


Hark the Herald’s woes— 
and “jokes” at Channel 7

R...... about the fate of 


Herald publisher Robert 
Bergenheim have become so 
persistent that they can no longer 
be ignored as gossip. Though the 
principals in the matter are silent, 
it seems clear that Bergenheim’s 
position is slipping. Whether he is 
actually living on borrowed time 
at Harrison Avenue is less certain. 

As in many such cases, it is the 
very absence of reliable informa- 
tion that inspires prophets of 
Bergenheim’s doom. Some 
sources at the Herald and else- 
where are convinced that 
Bergenheim will be gone within a 
few months. These are among the 
same people who predict that the 
Herald itself won’t see another 
new year. 

What can be ascertained is that 
the Hearst chain, which owns the 
Herald, is less than satisfied with 
its progress. Circulation has been 
slipping; several months ago, the 
line “Largest Morning Circula- 
tion in New England” had to be 
dropped from the front page. The 
turnaround in advertising that 
had been predicted has not 
materialized, and morale in some 
departments is low. 

Hearst wants to stay in Boston, 
where the chain has been a fixture 
for decades (with the Record 
American, before it bought out 
the old Herald Traveler). 
Bergenheim was brought in two 
years ago to vitalize the new 
paper and, a year later, Bili 
Mcllwain, a reporter and editor of 
considerable renown and prestige, 
was brought in as editor-in-chief. 
Despite all this, the Herald. is not 
yet secure. 


The presence. of ‘Robert 


Danzig, general manager of: the 
Hearst newspapers, in the Herald 
building lately has done little to 
ease the anxiety of staffers. 
Danzig reflects the concern of 
Hearst executives about the 
Herald, and he has taken over at 
least some functions normally 
assigned to the publisher. 
Whether he is actually over- 
ruling Bergenheim on some 
matters or only offering ‘‘sugges- 
tions” is unclear. One Herald 
source assures us that Danzig “‘is 
already pretty much running the 
paper’ and that Bergenheim 
“can’t even sign a check any 
more.” 

Repeated calls to Danzig at his 
New York office have found him 
“out of town” each time. Asked 
whether he was in Boston, his 
secretary answered that she was 
“not at liberty to give out that 
information.” 

Last autumn, a crew from CBS 
visited Boston in connection with 
a planned special program on the 
growth of large newspaper chains 
and the death of old-fashioned 
competition. The program, which 
focuses on Boston as one of the 
few remaining two-paper towns, 
is scheduled for broadcast this 
spring; one Herald staffer 
suggested half-seriously last week 
that “they better get it on the air 
soon, or else the Herald may not 
be around any more.” 

For whatever it’s worth, hiring 
at the Herald continues, reflect- 
ing Mcllwain’s contention that he 
1 eeds new blood in the city room. 
After failing to hire either 
Phoenix State House reporter 
Dick Gaines or sportswriter Peter 
Gammons, he has landed Tonnie 
Katz, late of the Globe's ill-fated 
Framingham bureau, and Howie 
Carr of the Winston-Salem (NC) 
Journal. Both will do general 
assignment work, especially 
longer features.

The purchase of Essex County 


‘Newspapers Inc. by the Ottaway 


chain, a:subsidiary of Dow Jones 
& Co., has raised a few eyebrows 
north of Boston, partly because of 
the seemingly high price — $10 
million — that Ottaway paid. This 
would indicate that the chain is 
making about $1 million annually 
before taxes, more than many 
observers had suspected. 

The papers involved are four 
established dailies: the Beverly 
Times ‘and: the Peabody Times, 
both weak in their respective 
markets; the Newburyport News, 
a small (8855 circulation) but 
strong paper; and the Gloucester 
Daily Times, which dominates 
Cape Ann. Also included in the 
package purchase are two 
weeklies in southern New 
Hampshire, a shopper called the 
Rockingham County Gazette, 
and the Hampton Union, a small 
(5307 circulation) yet growing 
paper once.run by former New 
Hampshire Governor Wesley 
Powell. ° 

Although the official 
announcement of the sale did not 
mention it, Essex County 
Newspapers also has the lucrative 
contract to print the New England 
edition of the Christian Science 


Monitor at the Beverly plant 
where it prints its own papers. 

Ottaway papers in general 
(there now are 19 nationwide) are 
not known for exceptional 
quality; as a journalist who once 
worked for the chain remarked, 
“the excellence of the Wall Street 
Journal (published by Dow Jones) 
certainly isn’t reflected in the 
other papers.” 

It is at least conceivable that 
Ottaway’s long-term goal in this 
transaction is to provide the base 
for a new daily newspaper for 
southern New Hampshire.

i executives have 


decided that the paper has been 
relying so heavily on staff 
columnists that there isn’t enough 
space left for Washington pundits 
and local freelancers. They have 
therefore reduced the number of 
columns that will be published by 
their five most prominent op-ed 
commentators. Political dopesters 
Robert Healy and David Farrell 
will write two columns weekly 
instead of three, lan Menzies and 
Jeremiah Murphy will go from 
two to one, and Carol Surkin will 
write one weekly column and one 
on alternating Sundays. 

Except for Healy, who has 
heavy editorial responsibilities, 
the columnists will be expected to 
spend more time reporting news. 

Also at the Globe, assistant 


metropolitan editor Steve Smith, 
who has lately been coordinating 
regional features and trend 
stories, will leave at the end of 
this week to become a senior 
editor at Horizon, the lavish 
hardcover ‘national magazine of 
contemporary urban culture.” 
Horizon, based in New York, has 
recently shifted from quarterly to 
monthly publication and is trying 
to shape its content to appeal to a 
broader audience than the artsy 
aristocrats at whom it has tradi- 
tionally been aimed. 

The Globe was Smith's “fourth 
newspaper” (after the Daily 
Hampshire Gazette, the Albany 
Times-Union, and_ the 
Philadelphia Inquirer), and he 
says he’s eager to do the kind of 
longer stories that newspaper 
editors generally don’t have time 


to write. ae 


The Christian Science Monitor, 
which will not accept advertise- 
ments for alcohol, tobacco, drugs, 
coffee or tea, has some other 
restrictions as well, it seems. The 
Monitor's ad department has 
rejected a promotional ad for Kell, 
a novel of political intrigue 
written by Jack Flannery, who 
was a top aide to former 
Governor Frank Sargent. 

The Monitor reports it killed 
the ad (which has appeared in the 
Globe and Herald) because the 
book “took a slam at democracy.”

Uv: intelligence agencies may have 
controlled an informant who moved 
within inner circles of the Vietnamese 
government for the past several years. 

This.suggestion came to light last week 
when the FBI filed affidavits in connec- 
tion with the case of two men who were 
arrested on January 31 and charged with 
spying for Hanoi (see Phoenix, Feb. 7 and 
14). : 

The documents show that the govern- 
ment:‘used an informant who, the FBI 
alleged, was “personally acquainted” 
with ranking Vietnamese officials in New 
York ‘nd Paris, including Hanoi’s former 
ambassador to the UN, Dinh Ba Thi. Ina 
description apparently intended to bolster 
the ecredibility of its informant’s future 
court testimony, the FBI also stated that 
the informant ‘acted as a double agent” 
in the case and had supplied ‘‘reliable 
information in other national security 
investigations...“ ~- 

No Specific identification was avail- 
able. The government said it would 
produce its informant in a trial now 
scheduled for April, however, and court 
dotuments show that prosecutors relied 
solely on the testimony of the informant 
to gain indictments of Ronald Louis 
Humphrey and David Truong from a 
grand jury. 

Prosecutors say Humphrey, a US 
Information Agency employee, supplied 
classified State Department cables tc 
Truong, a Vietnamese national living in 
Washington, who in turn sent them to 
Hanoi’s_ representatives. The govern- 
ment says its agent served as courier, but 
would bring the materials to FBI agents 
for examination and photographing 
before forwarding them. Likewise, it 
claims. the informant would bring 
messages from Vietnamese officials to the 
FBI before passing them on to Truong. 
Both Truong and Humphrey have 
eritered pleas of not guilty in the case. In 
a statement read at a bail-reduction 
hearing last week, Humphrey said that he 
had provided information from State 
Department documents to Truong but 
that Truong may not have known the 
information was classified, since he had 


clipped off the classificatiou markings 
before photocopying paragraphs and 
passing them on. 

The FBI affidavits “assert that the 
investigation was opened in February, 
1977, when the informant told Special 
Agent William Fleshman that Truong 
had asked him or her (sources close to the 
case believe the informant is a woman) to 
ey messages and material to Dinh Ba 

i. 

Fleshman advised his superiors at the 
time that his informant “is personally 
acquainted with Dinh Ba Thi and has 
spoken with him while acting as a double 
agent in this investigation on behalf of 
the US.” Over the next several months, 
the informant told the FBI, several 
packages from Truong were delivered to 
the Vietnamese in Paris. 

Messages allegedly delivered by the 
informant and intercepted by the FBI 
include one from a Vietnamese official in 
Paris, Pham Thanh Nam, on May 10, 
1977, which refers to Truong’s ‘business 
plans,” and requests more information on 
“the market, especially the sources and 
how you and your people obtained the 
information.’’ The FBI labeled the 
language a ‘‘code”’ for espionage instruc- 
tions. ) 

The government's prosecution of 
Truong and Humphrey (which may 
involve information gained from a tap on 
Truong’s phone and television surveil- 
lance of Humphrey, both without 
warrants), especially in the context of the 
current revamping of surveillance 
statutes and the reorganization of intelli- 
gence agencies, has been seen by 
supporters of Truong as political. A 
“Vietnam Trial Support Committee” 
with chapters in Boston, LA and New 
York, opened its Washington offices last 
week.

z. Roman Catholic Church 
hierarchy in Massachusetts is consider- 
ing playing an active role in this year’s 
gubernatorial campaign.

TPF KILLING 
VERDICT 


I, a stunning and perhaps unpre- 
cedented decision, a federal jury has 
awarded a half-million dollars to the 
widow and two children of a black Boston 
City Hospital worker killed by two 
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Boston policemen on Mission Hill three 
years ago. 

The jury found that Tactical Patrol 
Force officers Dennis McKenna and 
Edward Holland, who had been cleared of 
wrongdoing in a police investigation, 
acted in a “willful, wanton and reckless’ 
manner, resulting in the death of 25-year- 
old James Bowden. 

The shooting occurred the evening of 
January 29, 1975, while Phoenix reporter 
Dave O’Brian and photographer Ken 
Kobre were riding with the TPF 
members, researching a story on TPF 
activities. Bowden’s Buick, parked on 
Smith Street in the Mission Hill housing 
project, was staked out by the TPF 
because it answered the general descrip- 
tion of a car used in a Cambridge robbery 
that afternoon. When Bowden entered 
the car, he was approached and shot by 
Holland and McKenna. O’Brian’s subse- 
quent report, ‘‘The Diary of A 
Shooting,” (Phoenix, February 4, 1975) 
raised many of the questions about the 
incident that came out at the trial of the 
suit brought by Mrs. Bowden. 

McKenna and Holland said they 
opened fire after Bowden tried to run 
them down and fired a handgun at 
Holland. But an eyewitness, 13-year-old 
Jessina Stokes, testified that “they were 
shooting when they approached the car.”” 
And neither O’Brian nor Kobre heard the 
warnings the officers claimed to have 
shouted. A handgun was found at the 
scene, but it was a good distance from the 
spot where Bowden’s car crashed. 

In addition, fellow workers testified 
that Bowden was on duty at BCH when 
the Cambridge robbery occurred and was 
considerably shorter and heavier than 
either of the two holdup men. And the 
registration number of Bowden's car was 
4F6-838, while the car used in the 
robbery had a reported registration 
number of 4F6-368. 

The city of Boston, which defended the 
officers, is appealing, on the grounds that 
Judge Walter Jay Skinner refused to 
allow the testimony of the robbery 
victims. Even if the verdict is upheld, 
however, it is not certain that Patricia 
Bowden and her two children will ever 
receive $500,000. Officers McKenna and 
Holland do not have that kind of money, 
and the city claims it is not liable for the 
damages, though it could voluntarily 
make such a payment. “The money 
should come from the Boston Police 
Department, which has a $55 million 
budget,’’ said attorney Lawrence 
O'Donnell, who represented Mrs. 
Bowden; he predicts “public pressure’ 
eventually will force city officials to come 


up with the money.

al national beer, soft-drink, and

control efforts while allowing no-deposit,

The legislation the industry is support- 
ing, dubbed tthe “‘litter tax,’’ was 
examined last Wednesday by the 
Committee on Taxation; it would imipose 
a tax on manufacturers and distributors 
of virtually anything that winds up as 
litter, from ketchup bottles to. news- 
papers. The $4 million expected to be 
raised would be used to establish an anti- 
litter youth corps and encourage -local 
recycling projects, among other things. 

The proposal seems intended to give 
legislators a defensible alternative’ to the 
bottle bill, which itself came up for a 
hearing last Monday before the, legis- 
lature’s Energy Committee. Its author, 
Newton Rep. Lois Pines, has signed up 
101 co-sponsors in the House and 13 
from the Senate — enough, apparently, to 
convince the beverage industry. that a 
tactic more sophisticated than mere 
opposition should be employed. The 
litter-tax strategy has already been 
employed in other states (notably 
California, Washington and Colorado, 
where such a bill has passed) and has 
been described in beverage-industry trade 
publications as a means of heading off 
deposit legislation. ; : 

Bottle-bill proponents argue that the 
litter tax would not be as effective an 
incentive for picking ip bottles and cans 
as would a deposit and that it would not 
address the problems of wasted energy 
and solid waste costs connected with 
throwaway containers. ooo, 

The beverage industry, however, 
appears to have won the support of 
House Speaker Thomas McGee for the 
litter tax, and has retained lobbyist 
extraordinaire Robert Caulfield, once a . 
top adviser to Gov. Francis Sargent. 
Bottle-bill proponents have the support 
of incumbent Gov. Michael Dukakis, 
who has pledged to veto the litter tax. 
Many observers expect both bills to clear 
the House and head for a showdown in~ 
the Senate. ty

pointed out, men placed in these cells are 
often stripped of all clothing and other 
belongings — and the rooms, locked by 
double steel doors, contain only a mat- 
tress on the floor. 


Bunn: investigating team has found 
that use of the Blue Rooms at Walpole 
violates standards set by the American 
Bar Association and the quasi-official 
American Correctional Association. Bohn 
pointed out, too, that such cells have been 
banned by a number of states and by the 
Federal Bueau of Prisons, and that use of 
similar facilities was deemed unconstitu- 
tional by a 1976 US Supreme Court deci- 
sion. “And in addition,’ he said, ‘the 
Correction Department’s own standards 
for county jails outlaw their use.” 

Bohn told the Phoenix he’d decided to 
release the Civil Rights Divisions’s find- 
ings prematurely as a response to a bul- 
letin on the subject issued by Correction 
Commissioner Hall on January 26. 
(Bohn’s complete report is not expected to 
be submitted to AG Frank Bellotti until 
early next month.) Hall’s January 26 
memo, forwarded to Gov. Michael Du- 
kakis, Human Services Secretary Jerald 
Stevens and several progressive legis- 
lators — all of whom have been pres- 
suring Hall to discontinue use of the iso- 
lation cells — declared that the rooms 
would be used only for inmates “‘ex- 
hibiting dangerous acting-out behavior.”

While the new regulations, the first of 
their kind, required that a penal official 
give new orders for an inmate’s confine- 
ment in a Blue Room after each 24-hour 
period, they said nothing about the 
room’s physical conditions (see ‘‘In- 
sider,” Feb. 14). 

In response to Hall’s new directive, a 
series of meetings was held by Dukakis 
staffers Delores Mitchell and Peter 
Tropp, Office of Human Services legal 
counsel Claire McGuire, and Bohn. 
Another round of contacts with Hall 
followed. Hall (who had also been press- 
ed on the matter by Sen. Edward Brooke, 
Congressman Michael Harrington and 
Middlesex County Sheriff John Buckley) 


responded on February 21 with his new 
memo. : 

-In it, he promised to convert four 
Walpole Blue Rooms to “regular rooms 
with standard furnishings.” Two others 
would be equipped with a standard toilet, 
“hot and cold running water, and a fixed 
bed with mattress,” Hall wrote, and 
wauld ‘be used for ‘‘nonsuicidal but 
dangerously acting-out individuals” re- 
quiring .“‘emergency housing.” But the 
seventh strip cell, located in Walpole’s in- 
firmary, would continue to be used as is, 
“for an individual who is suicidal and 
requires constant observation and psy- 
chiatric ‘or medical care.’ 

Bohn now says DOC’s Walpole pro- 





posal would be acceptable if provisions 
are added requiring that an inmate placed 
in the infirmary isolation cell ‘‘be seen im- 
mediately by a medical staff member,” 
and that he ‘be referred for an im- 
mediate visit by a Correction Depart- 
ment psychiatrist.” But these develop- 
ments by no means settle the Blue Room 
question. In interviews with the Phoenix 
shortly after the February 22 press con- 
ference, American Friends Service Com- 
mittee staffers and attorney Flanagan ex- 
pressed concern that prisoners could still 
be confined for long periods in the special 
infirmary cell, despite the new 
safeguards. Not their least worry, they 
pointed out, is that the federally sup- 
ported Prisoners’ Rights Project — the 
only body now able to serve as a 
watchdog at Walpole — will close down 
by spring for lack of funds. 

Questions are also being raised by Sen. 
Jack Backman (D-Brookline), who heads 
the legislature’s Human Service Com- 
mittee, and by House Minority Leader 
Frank Hatch, who condemns Blue Rooms 
as ‘‘medieval penology.” Both are now 
calling attention to the isolation cells still 
operating at Concord and at Bridgewater, 
where, Backman charges, strip cells were 
constructed ‘‘even at the Correction De- 
partment’s new State Hospital facility.” 

Moreover, Office of Human Services 
spokeswoman Carolyn Stewart told the 
Phoenix last week that Secretary Stevens 
is now. addressing further inquiries to 
Hall about Concord’s Blue Rooms and 
Framingham’s “dungeon.” Stevens ex- 
pects to receive Hall’s reply this week, 
Stewart said. ; e

bill were not admitted by the following 
Monday, February 26, he would issue a 
stinging condemnation of the Senate 
leadership from the floor and demand 
action. Two days later, the Johnston- 
Card bill was offered for admission by 
Harrington with a pile of other legis- 
lation. The bill was admitted by the 
senators without comment or roll call. 

As events quickly proved, though, 
other delaying tactics lay ahead. The 
question now became, when would the 
Joint Judiciary Committee hear testi- 
mony on the bill? For the legislative 
leadership, the later the better. In fact, if 
all went well, the Judiciary Committee 
would be able to bottle the bill up for 
many weeks, while pondering possible 
changes, before it would be passed to the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
where another long delay could be 
arranged before it finally reached the 
House floor. 

After leaving the House, the bill would 
then go to the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, where Kelly reigns. Scrutiny 
there would precede action on the Senate 
floor, where a motion to seek an advisory 
opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court 
might well attract support. And if, while 
the bill is under study by the judges, the 
legislature were to adjourn for the year, 
well, then, from Harrington’s viewpoint, 
all would not be lost after all. 

This, at any rate, was the widely 
accepted interpretation of what the legis- 
lative leadership had in mind. And 
seemingly, it was immediately borne out 
when Speaker McGee's lieutenant, House 
Judiciary Committee Chairman Michael 
Flaherty (D-South Boston); announced, 
before consulting Sisitsky, his Senate 
counterpart, that the panel would take 
testimony on the Johnston-Card bill on 
March 23. Sisitsky was outraged and pro- 
posed that the committee should hear the 
bill no later than March 10. 

That's the way Johnston and Card saw 
it, too. And last Wednesday, they moved 
to have the hearing on that date. House 
Majority Whip George Keverian ruled 
the motion out of order, but the sponsors 
challenged that ruling — and thereby 
forced an angry debate and the’first roll 
call vote on the issue. 

By a 130-90 margin, McGee was 
sustained — and the leadership had 
bought two more weeks. The absurdity of 
the situation was brought home, 
however, when a -poll of the Judiciary 
Committee by United Press International 
revealed that the majority strongly 
favored the earlier hearing date. 

Yet the leadership still ruled, holding a 
tenuous majority in line. For most of 
these legislators the problem was simply 
lack of courage, the inability to follow the 
dictates of conscience. 


N. better example of this exists than 
a conversation this reporter had last 
Tuesday with Senate Ethics Committee 
Chairman Atkins, who also serves as 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee. 

‘‘Chet, why hasn’t the Ethics 
Committee done anything about the 
allegations against Harrington and 
Kelly?” 

“I believe the blue ribbon commission 
is the appropriate vehicle to conduct the 
investigation,” he answered. 

“Then why did you sit silent for a 
week after the bill was admitted by the 
House, without moving to have it 
admitted in the Senate? Why the week’s 
delay?” 

“You know the answer. Why ask me?” 

‘Because I want to hear it from you.” 

“Richard, fuck yourself.”

While the rest of the legislature, it 
seemed, was working overtime to avoid 
its responsibility — at least to hear testi- 
mony on the Johnston-Card bill and 
decide whether to empanel a blue ribbon 
commission — Gerry Cohen’s Post Audit 
subcommittee was plodding forward in 
its quest of the facts regarding how MBM 
got the UMass contract in the first place 
in 1969. 

As fate would have it, though, testi- 
mony gathered by the subcommittee was 
raising more new questions than 
producing answers to the old ones. Most 
of the confusion revolves around the 
activities of Peabody between the period 
from the first formal notice that a project 
was ready for bids, September 23, 1969, 
and the signing of the state contract with 
MBM in April.of 1970. ' 


At last year’s extortion trial, Peabody 
testified that he was first aware of the 
project in October, when MBM began 
preparing its bid, but at a State House 
news conference in late January of this 
year he said he did not hear of the project 
until December 22, 1969, the day before 
Donald Dwight picked MBM for the job. 

Whenever Peabody became involved, 
however, he has said and testified, he 
sought out Walter Poitrast, director of the 
BBC, and Albert Zabriskie, Dwight’s 
assistant, “to determine the selection 
process.” 


I. trial testimony, he said he made a 
‘strong argument for construction 
management to Zabriskie,” (a former 
legislator whom then-Governor Peabody 
appointed to an executive post in 1964) 
and added that he “was hoping that 
Zabriskie would convey the message to 
Dwight.” He also described Poitrast as ‘a 
close friend of mine.” 

Before .Cohen’s committee two weeks 
ago, Poitrast denied ever having met with 
Peabody during this period. Cohen would 
have none of it, and accused Poitrast of 
“stonewalling.” 

So chastised, Poitrast returned to 
complete his testimony last Thursday 
with a refreshed memory. He had met 
with Peabody at least once before the 
contract was awarded, probably in 
October, he told the panel. But in contra- 
diction to Peabody’s trial testimony that 
he served MBM as an attorney, not a 
lobbyist, to negotiate and draft the 
contract, Poitrast said Peabody at no time 
acted like an “‘attorney.”’ 

‘Did he give you a sales pitch?’ Cohen 
asked. 

“Yes,” Poitrast answered. 

“Did he lobby you?” 

“Yes,” said Poitrast. 

This was confirmed by Fred Kussman, 
Poitrast’s assistant, who said that when 
he met with the former governor during 
the same period, “Peabody pitched for his 
client.”’ 

Zabriskie, on the other hand, in later 
testimony flatly contradicted Peabody’s 
trial statements that he was lobbied in 
hopes of having the message reach 
Dwight. 

Asked repeatedly whether such a 
Peabody initiative ever took place, 
Zabriskie just shook his head and said, 
“‘He’d have known better.” 

On this note, the public session of the 
subcommittee ended and the panel 
adjourned for a closed-door interrogation 
of Kussman, regarding, among other 
things, the fact that he was paid for work 
with MBM in 1973 while he continued to 
serve the Commonwealth. 

But if the public session had ended, the 
surprises had not. Earlier Thursday, 
Poitrast had said that when Peabody had 
come to lobby him, he was accompanied 
by an MBM salesman, Martin Heyman. 

It was Heyman, the Phoenix reported 
in January, who took what apparently 
was the first $10,000 to Manzi, chief 
fundraiser for the Sargent-Dwight 
administration, in October of 1970 — 
shortly after the contract with MBM was 
signed. 


H. ... in an interview with UPI 


late last Thursday, claimed that MBM 
knew about the UMass project long 
before the first public notice and invita- 
tion for bids — and long before any of 
MBM’s competitors for the contract 
knew that there was to be such a project. 

“IT was having discussions. with UMass 
long before the advertisements went out, 
long before the enabling legislation went 
through,” said Heyman. “I was laying 
the groundwork.” 

It was a bombshell, and exploded into 
new and important questions. The 
foremost is, how did MBM know so far 
in advance about the UMass project?

At the end of his public hearing of the 
Post Audit Committee’s subcommittee 
last Thursday afternoon, before the panel 
adjourned to continue questioning 
Kussman behind closed doors, Cohen 
took a stab at defining the ultimate 
decision. “We are a quasi-grand jury 
investigative body,’ he said. “We've got 
to decide somewhere along the line who 
we want to give immunity to to get what 
we want, to make a report for prosecution 
to the attorney general. We have to prove 
that the system works.” 

Peabody was scheduled to testify 
before Cohen’s committee this Tuesday — 
with Dwight’s testimony at a future ses- 
sion looking more and more important.

Spring fever 


Florida report: Slouching 
toward Fenway to be born 


by George Kimball 


Worcs HAVEN, FLORIDA — Eighteen 


summers had passed since Theodore 
Samuel Williams last swung a bat in an- 
ger, but on the second day of March, 
there he was, back in a Red Sox uniform 
and looking at the very least like a cred- 
ible candidate for the designated hitter’s 


job, 

“Tf feels pretty good.” He surveyed the 
double-knit uniform with the big nine on 
the back. “Yep. It feels pretty good.” 

Had he thought about it before? 

“Sure,” he sighed, with perhaps a trace 
of bitterness. ‘Sure. I'd like to tell you 
what I really thought about it. But I 
won’ t.”” 

It will surprise few people to learn that 
at one time Ted Williams wanted very 
badly to manage the Red Sox. Instead, he 
wound up managing an expansion team 


-in Washington that wound up becoming 


the Texas Rangers. This time around, he 
is with the Olde Towne Team as a spec- 
ial hitting instructor during spring train- 
ing. While he concedes that he might turn 
up here and there over the course of the 
season, his tenure as a full-timer will end 
when the club breaks camp next month. 

“Naw,” he said. “I told Mr. Zimmer 
that I didn’t want to spend the summer 
on the road with the club.” 

Williams's duties are for the present 
entirely unspecified. ‘I think it'll be a 
two-way street,”” he explained. ‘I might 
notice something, and I might mention it 
to a hitter, but. more often than not I ex- 
pect they'll come and talk. to me. I can 
contribute, I think; especially to the 
younger players. And I think they'll all be 
receptive to good advice. If they weren't, 
they'd be pretty dumb, arid I don’t think 
there are that many dumb ones around.” 

The man who wrote The Book on the 
subject of hitting baseballs stressed the 
importance of ‘intelligence, citing Carl 
Yastrzemski and-Rod Carew — who have 
between them won  eight-and-a-half 
American League batting titles over the 
last dozen years — as examples of “smart 
hitters. There’s no way Carew has all the 
physical attributes he did ten years ago, 
but he’s a better hitter. Why? It’s all from 
the neck up. 


‘See, first you've got to get a ball that 
doesn’t fool you. And you get a ball in a 
good spot. And the third big thing is 
when you are fooled and you have got 
two strikes, you concede to that guy out 
there and you say, ‘Well, you’ve got the 
upper hand now, so I’m going to try to 
protect the plate’ — not with a little 
swing, but a little more compact and a 
little bit choked-up, but you won’t strike 
out as much.” 

By this time half the people in the 
press-room audience were choking up on 
imaginary bats. ‘‘What we want to do,” 
Williams went on, ‘is to cut down these 
guys with 80 strikeouts to 55. And the 
guy with 120 (presumably Jim Rice, who 
struck out exactly that many times last 
year) to, say, 82.” 

He did not set a goal for Clell Lavern 
Hobson, who led the league with 162 
strikeouts in 1977. 

“You know, I was with Tom Lasorda 
up at one of those banquets,” said Wil- 
liams by way of clinching the point, “and 
he said to me, ‘Hitting a baseball isn’t just 
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the hardest thing to do in this game, it’s 
the hardest thing to do in the world.’ ” 

Initially, Williams explained, he just 
wanted to look around. “’I’ve talked with 
Johnny Pesky about some of the players, 
and I listen to the Red Sox games as of- 
ten as I can up in New Brunswick, so I 
know the club fairly well, but I really 
don’t know the styles or the individuals, 
so I’m just going to have to look for a 
while.”’ ‘ 

A few minutes later he inadvertently 
proved it by inquiring about the identity 
of “that big first baseman. with -the 
beard.” It was Bill Campbell.

| \ illiams’s presence in Winter Hav- 


en is just one of several subtle improve- 
ments initiated by the new regime — and 
make no mistake about it, Haywood Sul- 
livan and Buddy LeRoux are running this 
team; never mind the outcome of The 
Sale. Other long-overdue changes in- 
clude (a) the hiring of Arthur Pappas as 
the team doctor and (b) the acquisition of 
Tommy Harper as an administrative as- 
sistant and special instructor. Harper, 
who once (in 1973) stole 54 bases on a 
Red Sox team that had at least three play- 
ers who could beat him in a flat-out foot 
race, provides the same intelligent ap- 
_proach to base-running that Williams will 
offer the Red Sox batters. The inherent 
opportunities are manifest.

. vagaries of the 40-man roster left 
Don Zimmer with 20 pitchers this year, 
which he admits is a fairly unwieldy 
number. “Nothing I can do about it,” he 
said, shaking his head. ‘‘As soon as we 
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“can, I’ send a few of them down.” For 


the nonce, though, he is stuck with try- 
ing to find enough work for all of them, a 
situation that will probably get worse be- 


fore it gets better, what with the exhibi- _ 


tion season being but a week away. 

The odds are good that the front office 
will ease the problem somewhat with a 
trade. Rick Wise met with Sullivan early 
in the week and ‘strongly urged” that he 
be traded, since he does not fit into Zim- 
mer’s plans. (No, I didn’t ‘demand,’ ’’ 
explained Wise. ‘How can I demand any- 
thing? But if I could have, yeah, I’d have 
demanded to be traded.’’) The executive 
vice-president and general manager re- 
plied that he would do his best, and it is 
highly probable that at least one other 
pitcher, probably Jim Willoughby, will 
accompany Wise wherever he goes. The 
late acquisition of Tom Burgmeier, fol- 
lowing the signing of Dick Drago, has 
made Willo fairly expendable, partic- 
ularly since last year he ranked right up 
there with Wise (and the departed Fergie 
Jenkins) on Zimmer’s Most Popular list. 

(Another manager's pet, Bill Lee, was 
asked about his relations with the boss. 
“Has Zimmer talked to me?” he re- 
peated. ‘’ Yeah. The first day he asked me, 
‘Will you lead calisthenics, please?’ 
‘Sure,’ I said.’ So he did. And has since.) 

Zimmer has mentioned more than once 
that he would prefer to go with a four- 
man rotation this year, presumably Mike 
‘“Supermex” Torrez, Luis Tiant, Mike 
Paxton and (by default) Bill Lee, which 
would leave Reggie Cleveland as a spot 
starter and swing man. For what it’s 
worth, Bob Stanley has been assigned to 
Johnny Pesky’s “F Troop’”’ for the split- 
squad workouts, putting him alongside 
Win Remmerswaal and Joel Finch and, 
apparently, out of the Top Ten ona team 
that will surely not carry that many 
pitchers. 

In any case, Zimmer's penciled-in 
pitching plans appear grossly optimistic. 
Not only must Tiant and Lee return to 
form, but speculative success rests on 
getting 20 wins out of one pitcher — 
Supermex — who has accomplished that 
feat only once in eight big-league seas- 
ons, and at least a dozen from another — 
Paxton — who has yet to serve a full year 
in the major leagues. 

“Just between you and me,” sighed one 
Sox veteran, “I’d feel a whole lot better 
about the whole thing if we had one more 
starting pitcher.”’

GG. “Twiggy” Scott showed up a 
week early weighing a reasonably svelte 
225 after running his tennis boutique on 
the Cape this winter. Scottie’s goal this 
year is to regain his Gold Glove; he was 
not voted the award after his 24-error 
season in ‘77.

BU was so good only 
a blizzard could stop it

% 1978. renewal of the local 
college-hockey version of the 
Civil War — better known as the 
Beanpot Tournament — was the 
longest in the 26-year history of 
the event. If began-in the midst of 
the infamous -blizzard of Febru- 
ary 6, when"11,666 hockey fana- 
tics (TV news reporters made 
these fans the’first heroes of the 
storm) stomped through howling 
winds and drifting snow to watch 
the Boston University Terriers 
and Harvard Crimson gain the 
finals. BU bombed Boston Col- 
lege, 12-5, after Harvard had 
squeaked past Northeastern, 4-3, 
in overtime. +: *' 

It ended this past Wednesday, 
more than ‘three - weeks later 
(thanks to the storm), with BU — 
the Number One college hockey 
team in the country — blitzing the 
Crimson, 7-1, despite their being 
out-punched by Harvard in a Pier 
Six brawl which broke out with 
3:36 left in ‘the game. BU’s 
domination of Harvard made the 
fight the highlight of the tourna- 
ment. : 

It was the first time in Beanpot 
history that five players had been 
thrown out for fighting (three 


Harvards, two Terriers). And it 
was also the first time in which 
several hundred fans were 
stranded because of a snow 
storm. After the prelim games 
were over, 25 or so beer-drinking 
fans played a pick-up which 
lasted well into the next day. 

When it was announced at the 
end of the second period of the 
BU-BC game (BU leading 8-4 at 
the time) that any fan who 
wanted to-could spend the night 
at the Garden, the 5000 who had 
stayed on. responded with a 
standing ovation, the first and 
last of the tournament. But most 
of the faithful had either walked 
or taken the T, and declined the 
invitation. One Lowell’ Sun 
sportswriter was forced to stay at 
the Garden until the next day, 
when he walked to a friend's 
house in Medford. He didn’t 
make it back to Lowell until three 
days later. (He’s the one who re- 
ported the all-night pick-up game 
to the other scribes.) 

Anyway, the college hockey 
season resumed after a ten-day 
delay. BU again bombed BC, 10- 
5, before running into Yale. The 
under-Bulldogs bit the Terriers in

New Haven, 7-5. Although BU 
had a 21-1 record at the time, 
coach Jackie Parker and several 
players were dissappointed. 
Dissatisfied with a 21-1 team? 
“Our play has been inconsistent 
all year,’ said senior Terrier 
defenseman Dick Lamby after the

lucky to win a lot of our games, 
but we have been able to get up 
for all the big games. We killed 
Clarkson in their place, we've 
beaten Cornell, and we reached 
our potential in both Beanpot 
games. I don’t know why it has 
worked out that way, but it has.”’ 


B..... the prelim games, 
Northeastern fans were talking 
up the Huskies’ chances of 
making the finals for the first 
time since 1967. The perennial 
Beanpot doormats figured to do 
away with Harvard, a team they'd 
defeated earlier in the season, 14- 
5. But Harvard had several key 
players out of action when they 
got pasted by the Huskies, and 
were healthy for the rematch. 
Northeastern outplayed the 
Crimson and, without the stellar 
performance of Harvard goalie 
John Hynes, the Huskies might 
have made it. After trailing 3-2 
late in the third period, North- 
eastern tied it on a deflection from 
the slot by Wayne Turner. The 
Huskies made several bids to win 
in regulation time but were al- 
ways thwarted by Hynes. The 
tournament’s most spectacular 
goal won it for Hatvard: Crim- 
son winger Géne Purdy -took a 
pass in his own end, skated up the 
right wing, circled behind the net 
and stuffed the puck past North- 
eastern’s 25-year-old freshman, 
garage-mechanic turned goal- 
tender Ed Arrington. “There: was 
no excuse for that goal,” said ithe 
dejected Atrington. “I lost ‘the 


game. I should have made the 
stop.” 

In the second game, BU started 
strong, going up 4-1 before half 
the Garden’s lights blew out, cre- 
ating a 15-minute delay. When 
play resumed, BC picked up the 
slack and scored twice within 48 
seconds, closing the margin to 4-3 
at the end of one period. At 13:34 
of the second period, with the 
score 6-4 in BU’s favor, Eagle 
goalie Paul Skidmore had to leave 
the game with a leg injury — and 
that was the ball game. BU out- 
scored the Eagles 6-1 after Skid- 
more departed. “That was our 
best game this year,’ said Terrier 
rightwinger Tony Meagher, who 
scored two goals and assisted on 
two others. ‘‘We were very 
strong. Perhaps we'll score 15 
goals against Harvard, maybe 
more.” 

For Harvard (now 11-13 on the 
season and out of next week’s 
ECAC playoffs for the second 
straight year), it was all downhill 
after the Northeastern game. The 
Crimson lost five straight Ivy 
League contests before beating 
Dartmouth, 4-3, on the eve of the 


. Beanpot final. The toughest loss 


was a 4-3 overtimer to powerful 
Cornell (rated number two in the 
ECAC, behind BU) at Watson 
Rink. 


W.. the Crimson were up 


north beating Dartmouth, the 
Terriers were tuning up their ma- 
chine in practice. Starting BU 
goaltender Jim Craig was particu- 
larly worried about the ‘booming 
slapshot of Harvard defenseman 
Jack Hughes.:He had teammate 
Bill LeBlond (‘‘he has a slapshot 
similar to Hughes’s’’) take 100 
shots at him on the afternoon be- 
fore the game. The only other 
serious threats to BU were Jack 
Hughes’s slick-skating brother 
George — the leading Crimson 
scorer for the past three. years — 
and another hot night in the nets 
for goalie Hynes. (‘Hot goalies 
are often the deciding factor in 
this tournament,” said North- 
eastern coach Fernie Flaman after 
Hynes had robbed his club of vic- 
tory). 

Hynes was hot in the opening 
minutes of the final, but from the 
opening face-off it was all BU. 
The Terriers swarmed and buzzed 
around the Harvard goal. They 
hit the Harvard defensemen and 
pinned them in their own end. 
They intercepted passes and 
blasted blistering shots at Hynes, 
who made three spectacular saves 
in the first 2:49 of the game. The 
outcome was inevitable, and some 
writers busied themselves trying 
to predict the final score. The 
Lowell Sun's blizzard veteran 
came closest, with an 8-1 pro- 
phecy. 

The Terriers received an open 
invitation to score when Har- 
vard’s Bob McDonald was 
whistled to the penalty box at 
4:02 for hooking BU’s high- 
scoring Dave Silk. Seconds later, 
BU co-captain and tourney MVP 
Jack O'Callahan blasted past 
Hynes from just inside the blue 
line and the rout was on. With a 
1-0 lead, the Terriers put even 
more pressure on Harvard, forc- 
ing them into several minutes of 
sloppy play. At 7:12, BU irreg- 
ular forward Mickey Mullen 
scored the first goal of the first 
hat trick in his three years at BU 
by knocking in a rebound of a 
Paul Miller shot. Harvard's first 
serious offensive chance came at 
12:08, when O’Callahan was sent 
off for hooking. But skating four- 
on-five, BU clearly mastered Har- 
vard. Crimson defenseman Kevin 
O'Donoghue had the best chance 
when he decked two Terriers at 
the blue line and fired a 30-foot 
wrist shot — which Craig stopped 
nicely. 

Mullen scored his second at 
3:18 of the second period, when 
he ta in the rebound of a Le- 
Blond. slapshot.to make it. 3-0,

Finkelstein warned against 
talking about issues that are not 
perceived as important by the 
voters. Even if they are. “If 
you're running for tax assessor, 
don’t talk about taxes. Talk about 
the Panama Canal treaty, because 
that’s what the people — and the 
press — are interested in. 

‘The important thing is to be 
perceived as someone interested 
in important issues. It doesn’t 
matter if those issues have 
anything to do with the office 
you're running for.” 

Finkelstein also suggested that 
candidates should always choose 
women to coordinate their 
campaign volunteers, because 
most of the volunteers will be 
women. (I don’t know if they 
really wear tennis sneakers, but 
little old ladies really are the back- 
bone of the Republican party,” he 
said.) But he warned against 
naming the candidate’s wife as 
volunteer coordinator, because 
she would “constitute a physical 
obstruction to the very reason 
most women volunteer.” He did 
not elaborate. 

And if the candidate happens 
to be female, Finkelstein said, the 


spouse should have no role at all 
in the campaign, “because society 
will not accept a husband in a 
supporting role.’ Again, the 
perception of reality is all. 


If the eager young potential 
politicos in attendance survive all 
this cynical advice, and persist in 
pursuing public office here in this 
overwhelmingly Democratic 
state, Roger Stone would like to 
help. The head of the Young 
Republicans informed the 
gathering that his organization 
has more than $150,000 ready to 
hand out in cash contributions to 
candidates who get involved in 
what the Republican National 
Committee comes to view as 
“winnable” fights. (Currently, 
the RNC sees the congressional 
seats occupied by Mass. 
Democrats Robert Drinan and 
Michael Harrington as 
“‘winnable.’’) 


And even if no money is 
forthcoming, Stone said the 
Young Republicans can make 
GOP celebrities available for local

As it 
turned out, indeed, the keynote 
speaker at the campaign 
seminar’s Saturday-night dinner, 
freshman Congressman Bruce 
Caputo of New York, was a bit of 
a mini-celebrity himself last 
week. Caputo, a member of the 
House Ethics Committee, had 
already attained a good deal of 
recognition after visiting Korea as 
part of that committee’s Korea- 
gate inquiry. And then, suddenly, 
he was in the news again, after 
Speaker Tip O'Neill inexplicably 
went public with an unverified 
charge that Caputo had instructed 
his staff to investigate the sex 
lives of his fellow congressmen. 
(O'Neill subsequently expressed 
regret over the attack, but 
stopped short of apologizing.) 

So Caputo’s appearance in 
Tip’s backyard attracted a

Will Kevin get Byrned? 
The DA's probe of city contracts 
could be real trouble for the mayor

I Boston Mayor Kevin White were to 
announce tomorrow his intention never 
again to leave town — a highly unlikely 
prospect, judging by his recent travel 
record — the mayor would have no 
trouble offering a convincing rationale 
for his decision. For every time White has 
ventured forth from Boston lately, things 
have gotten decisively worse in his 
absence. 

A month ago, while the mayor was 
vacationing in Florida, the Blizzard of ‘78 
arrived full force. For several days White 
struggled to get back to town, finally 
arriving by train at Back Bay Station. 
Before his return, the mayor took to the 
airwaves to assure us that his absence was 
really something of a blessing, since he 
had been able to get to Washington, 
where he noisily pulled strings on our 
behalf. And then, two weeks ago, while 
he was attending a conference on urban 
problems held in England (his second 
such conference in the last five months), 
a Suffolk County grand jury began 
poking around his City Hall, looking for 
evidence of bid-rigging and collusion in 
the awarding of more than a million 
dollars in contracts to White campaign 
contributors. This time, upon his return, 
the mayor managed the assurance that he 
had nothing to do with the activities the 
jury was investigating and that no 
allegations had been made against him. 
But even if the mayor is proved entirely 
right, the grand-jury probe could do to 
his political future what the blizzard did 
to the New England coastline. 

The probe will almost certainly be a 
serious matter for the mayor. For one 
thing, it is generally agreed that Suffolk 
County District Attorney Garrett Byrne, 
who gets most of the money for his office 
with the ‘okay of the mayor and city 
council, wouldn’t risk a foray into City 
Hall unless he felt he had strong material. 
For another, the caution with which 
Byrne’s people are so far proceeding 
contrasts markedly with the heavy- 
handed press agentry and leaks to the 
media that accompanied past probes. It is 
uncertain at present whether their 
seriousness of purpose will continue or 
whether the DA is saving his thunder for 
a later-time — for, say, sometime this fall, 
when he wil! once more be up for re- 
election. 

At the moment, the probe is in its 
exploratory stages, the grand jury having 
in its two-day life span gathered 
‘‘boxloads” of documents from City Hall. 
But the fact that a great deal of material 
has been sent for should not. lead to the 
conclusion that the probe is a fishing 
expedition or that it is a comprehensive 
investigation. Instead, it’ so far appears to 
have two main targets — one of the 
mayor’s current commissioners and one 
of his former ones — and a limited 
number of concerns. Soon, probably late 
this month, the grand jury will begin 
calling witnesses for purposes other than 
document-gathering, and the probers’ 
interests, which are so far less than 
crystal clear, should be more apparent. 


Th. much is certain at present, 
according to a source close to the investi- 
gation: the two targets at the outset are 
Anthony ‘Tough Tony” Forgione, the 
mayor's former Parks Commissioner, and 
Joanne Prevost, his Real Property 
Commissioner and former dispenser of 
patronage. Forgione appears to be a 
subject of more lively curiosity than 
Prevost, said our source: of the five areas 
in which the grand jury is now known to 
be interested, four have to do with him, 
one with Prevost. 

Although the DA’s office had made in- 
quiries about matters involving Forgione 
at least as far back as 1976, and perhaps 
before, the particular impetus to the 
curtent probe was a Globe Spotlight 
Team report last March 20 that. Forgione 
(then Boston Arena Director) appeared to 
have an illegal interest in a Waterfront 
property the city had sold at a -bargain- 
basement price for renovatign. For a

month after the story broke, City 
Corporation Counsel Herbert Gleason 
went through the motions of an in-house 
inquiry into the matter; not surprisingly, 
his conclusion was that Forgione was 
innocent of any wrongdoing. But on May 
2 came a minor strprise: Byrne 


announced he would look into the matter, . 


and assigned it to Assistant DA Tom 
Dwyer, head of a special unit in his office 
that specializes in political and white- 
collar crime. 

There, it appeared until recently, the 
matter. lay dormant; many political 
observers expected it to fade away. In 
fact, though, sources now report, Byrne’s 
office began conducting interviews on the 
Waterfront allegation during the course 
of the summer, and other charges against 
Forgione, some of which had already 
been looked in to by the DA, were passed 
on to Dwyer. According to one source, 
Dwyer (who is ambitious and has the 
mentality of a tough cop) recently wrote a 
lengthy memo to Byrne that laid out 
many of his preliminary findings; 
apparently the conclusions were strong 
enough to convince Byrne to go to a 
grand jury. 
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What ‘is instructive about the other 
allegations — at least those known to be 
under investigation — is that many of 
them have been sitting around for some 
time. And like the Waterfront charge, the 
others were first reyealed by various of 
the town’s media outlets: 

— the Frog Pond case, first reported by 
television reporter Jack Cole. An 
apparently illegal $170,000 contract (it 
later escalated to $230,000) to convert the 
pond to a skating rink was awarded 
without bidding by Forgione in 1974 to a 
Brighton company whose officials and 
their relatives had contributed $6000 to 
the mayor's re-election campaign. 

— the Public Garden fence. Forgione 
awarded some $550,000 in contracts (on 
which roughly $300,000 was eventually 
paid) to the same Brighton outfit, 
Monument Contracting, for the 
construction of a new fence around the 
Public Garden. The fence, which was to 
have been ready for the Bicentennial, 
became a major embarrassment to White 
when its completion lagged behind 
schedule. The story was first reported by 
David Rogers of the Globe in October, 
1976.

— the disbursement of more than 
$300,000 by Forgione’s Parks Depart- 
ment, in the form of hundreds of ‘‘service 
orders’”’ (contracts for under the amount 
that would require bids) to a small coterie 
of favored contractors. Another Globe 
revelation in the fall of 1976. 

— and finally, precisely the same ser- 
vice-order pattern in Joanne Prevost’s 
Real Property Department, with Paul 
Lozier of Jamaica Plain, head of an outfit 
called Suffolk Specialties, the prime 
beneficiary. (Lozier was also a favorite of 
Forgione’s.) The story was first reported 
by WCVB-TV’s John Camp, who has 
pursued various angles on it since, in 
June of 1977. 


, ose at least, are the areas of investi- 
gation which sources are willing to 
discuss at present, and new avenues may 
soon develop. It. must be stressed, 
however, that most of the questions have 
been in the public domain, untouched by 
investigators’ hands, for a considerable 
time. Most observers conclude that 
Byrne’s sudden willingness to take them 
up indicates that the DA senses a 
significant change in the political climate. 
For years, he was considered to be on 
friendly terms with the mayor, who did 
after all serve as one of his assistants in 
the late ‘50s. And while the reports of 
their closeness through the years may 
have been somewhat exaggerated (the 
DA has sometimes felt that White doesn’t 
touch base with him as often as he 
should, says a reliable source), it is 
nonetheless true that Byrne never went 
after City Hall in a serious way. (A 
headline-gathering probe by Byrne into 
the city’s Veterans Services Department 
in the election year of 1974 could hardly 
be termed serious; most of the sensational 
charges it produced before the election 
never translated into much afterward, 
and no big City Hall oxes were gored. 
Byrne is quite good at headline- 
gathering; aside from his investigatory 
style, threats against his life have a 
remarkable tendency to crop up in the 
public prints in election years. One such 
death threat in 1970, when Byrne faced 
John Kerrigan, read: ‘You is next. Keep 
away from Combat Zone night life.” 
Attached was a photo of a bombed-out 
car.) 

Byrne’s reluctance to pursue City Hall 
may have resulted in part from the 
structure of his office: until 1974 or so, 
almost all of his investigators were police 
officers, who tend to have little or no 
background, in, say, accounting. “In 
political corruption cases,’’ said one 
sympathetic prosecutor, ‘‘a cop is 
useless.” In part, too, Byrne presumably 
feared the non-support of White in 
approving a decent annual budget for the 
DA's office (that the DA must rely on the 
mayor's office for financial support could 
well be the most unhealthy political 
arrangement in town). He was also no 
doubt aware of the potential impact of the 
mayor's organization at the polls. 


B.. such considerations are appar- 
ently no longer decisive. In the midst of 
an election year, Byrne has undertaken an 
apparently genuine political probe that 
could damage White severely. This is 
hardly a peripheral veterans scandal: 
although the prime targets in the probe 
are no longer in the mayor's inner circle, 
they are clearly identified in the public 
mind as the mayor's people, and all the 
allegations against them date from the 
period when they were close to White. 
Prevost, recall, once dispensed his favors 
and knew the inner workings of his 
organization; she is still an important 
White operative in the North. End, 
traditionally a White stronghold. 
Forgione once served as.a troubleshooter 
for the mayor; as recently as 1976, White 
announced his faith in him. (“Tony has 
my confidence,” White announced at a 
press conference then. ‘Tony is inno- 
cent. I don’t think he understands why he 
is being clobbered.’’) 

And now, in a move that would have 
surprised many politicians back then, 
Byrne appears ready to join the 
clobbering. ‘Garrett Byrne has got to 
worty about himself first,’ said one 
adviser to state Sen. Joe Timilty, an 
unannounced mayoral candidate. “He 
réalizes that Kevin's weak; and he’s 
protecting his flank.’’ 

“For years,” offered another observer, 
‘the undercurrent has been that Byrne’s 
soft on political corruption, and that he’s 
doubly soft on City Hall. I’m sure he’s 
taking on the current prosecution to fill

rate, Byrne may have been spurred along 
by the probable entrance of his former 
first assistant DA, Newman Flanagan, in 
this year’s race. Flanagan, who worked 
with Byrne for 17 years before departing 
the office at the end of last year, is 
expected to announce his candidacy soon, 
whether or not Byrne runs. (Byrne will. 
He, incidentally, was more punctilious in 
his ascendancy to the position. He served 
as an assistant to DA William Foley for 
19 years before Foley died in 1952; Byrne 
was then appointed to the position, 
received his first death threat in 1953, and 
won his first DA’s election in 1954.) 
Having seen Flanagan operate in the 
courtroom, where he is a_ successful 
performer (he handled the Edelin case, 


most notably), Byrne and his advisers 
apparently consider Flanagan a formid- 
able threat. “The biggest problem for an 
incumbent,” said one observer, ‘‘can be 
the attack of a former insider. No one 
knows the weaknesses or sensitivities of 
the incumbent better.”’ 


] on the other hand, is 
completely untested in the political arena; 
after his recent appearance on David 
Brudnoy’s WHDH talk show, one 
wonders whether Byrne might be taking 
his former aide a bit too seriously. In a 
generally unimpressive performance, 
Flanagan hemmed and hawed when 
Brudnoy pressed him on the subject of 
Byrne's age. (Byrne is at least 80, maybe a 
year or two older.) ‘Not to be unkind or 
anything,’ ’ Flanagan finally managed, 
“but obviously a man who's 80 years old 
is not in as good shape as a man who's 70, 


and a man who's 70 is not in as good 
shape'as one who’s 60... . (Byrne) is not 
as good now as he was when he was 
younger.” Was Byrne suited to the job or 
wasn’t he? pressed Brudnoy. ‘I'll make 
that decision when I decide whether or 
not I’m going to run,” replied Flanagan 
lamely. 

Even though the Boston electorate is an 
old one (the average voter who goes to the 
polls is 51 or 52 years old), the age issue is 
a real one. “At some point,” said a 
supporter of City Councilor Chris 
lannella, who is also thinking of running 
for the DA’s job, ‘the voters are going to 
decide that Garrett Byrne is too old. And 
if Flanagan raises the issue, presumably 
we won't have to keep the hatchet 
sharp.” Iannella’s entrance into the fight 
is by no means certain, though; he 
generally finishes strongly in the council 
race, but a defeat in a citywide election of 
this sort could virtually end his career. 


The other politician whose career 
might be endangered by the DA’s recent 
activities, Kevin White, appeared 
remarkably unconcerned about it’ all 
when he arrived at Logan Airport from 
England last Wednesday. ‘There have 
been no allegations against me,’ White 
informed reporters, indicating that he 
would not prejudge any of his aides who 
might be charged with wrongdoing. But 
then, as he admitted he was a bit 
concerned about the probe’s potentially 
adverse impact on his fundraising ability, 
the mayor seemed momentarily wistful. 

“I was having a fundraiser (in May), 
you know, and that jeopardizes it a 
little,’ he said. “But I just want to be 
treated like a US Senator, any constitu- 
tional officer, a governor or anyone in 
public life. I’d like to be able to conduct 
public business, raise money when it’s ne- 
cessary, and be judged accordingly.” *
